And if 
Mr. Wilson had not been his own successor there would 
have been inunierable complications, even if he had chosen 
to consult with the President-elect, at such a grave crisis 
in national affairs as this.—Public Ledger.

The arrangement by 
which the new President does not take office until four 
montho ater his election, and the new congress does not 
aawmble, unless called in special session, for nine months 
after that, amounts to an obstruction of the people's will, 
particularly when a change of party control has been vot- 
ed It is inconvenient, and it may be demorializing, or 
even dangerous, that one congress should continue to leg- 
ia late when the next has already been elected. And if 
Mr. Wilson had not been his own successor there would 
have been inunierable complications, even if he had chosen 
to consult with the President-elect, at such a grave crisis 
in national affairs as this.—Public Ledger.
